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Motor Show Brings Increased Flow of 
Car Export Orders

N attendance of well over 200,000 people in the 

first four days of the Motor Show at Earls Court, 

London, is proof of the extraordinary interest 
that both overseas and home buyers are taking in the 
industry’s new models. At the present rate of pro- 
duction it will take several years to fulfil existing home 
orders for motor cars. And this despite the fact that 
more than 774,000 cars have come off British pro- 
duction lines since the end of the war and output now 
averages 7,000 a week. 

The reason is, of course, that 75 per cent. of the 
industry’s output is now exported, as against only 
20 per cent. before the war. The Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and Traders, who organize the Motor 
Show, have this week released figures to show that 
nearly 170,000 cars were sent overseas in the first nine 
nonths of this year,and ofthe £45 million which they 
brought in, forty per cent. was in those currencies of 
paramount importance to the nation. Already, in the 
first nine months of this year, the number of cars 
exported exceeds by 25,500 the total for 1947, and a 
striking comparison with the 1938 trade is made in the 
following table :—

When it is considered that, according to official 


calculations, one car exported brings in a hundred 
meat rations for a year, it is small wonder that the 
organizers are concentrating their heaviest fire on 
visitors from overseas. 

In the Warwick Hall the Society’s representatives 
from Australia, India, the Middle East, South Africa, 
New Zealand and South America, specially recalled 
for the oceasion, are kept continuously busy answering 
the queries of overseas buyers, and they have a squad 
of interpreters to help them. Here, too, getting 
acquainted with his new job, is Air Marshal Sir William 
Welsh, who has just been appointed the Society’s 
representative in the United States. 

Reliable estimates of the amount of business done 
are impossible to obtain. When I approached one 
harrassed sales manager at a popular stand, he ex- 
plained that it had proved almost impossible to 
conclude business deals in the turmoil of Earls Court 
and he was referring some of the more important 
overseas enquirers to ** the relative peace and quiet 
of the factory ”’ in Coventry. 

An American trader is reported to have ordered 
80 per cent. of next year’s output of the new Jaguar 
sports car (which is made in 2 litre and 3} litre models), 
an order expected to amount to 2,000 cars. An 
official of the Nuffield Group told me they had 
received a small first order from Chicago for Morris 
ecars—an order which might be significant because 
previously their exports to the United States had been 
confined to the M.G. The same company is doing 
good business in Brazil, where the Government has 
issued import licences for Nuffield exports to the 
value of 2 million dollars ; and a Canadian distributor 
has placed orders for a million dollars’ worth of 
Morris Oxfords, Morris Minors, and vans. He is 80 
impatient for these that they are to be shipped through 
Halifax and St. John rather than wait for the St. 
Lawrence river to re-open in the spring. 

I understand that virtually all the magnificent 
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‘* coach-built jobs ’’ have been sold, mostly overseas, and 
some determined efforts have been made (and resisted) to 
be allowed to drive these three or four thousand pound 
models down to the docks even before the Show has ended. 

I should say that of the £500,000 worth of exhibits at 
Earls Court, most general public interest centres around the 
small cars of Morris and Ford, who are the only manufac- 
turers in Britain still making cars of 8h.p. It may be that 
the changed method of taxation has not greatly reduced the 
home public’s regard for a ‘‘ baby’”’ car. Great numbers 
are still putting their names down, despite salesmen’s wary 
refusal to promise delivery dates and the Minister of Supply’s 
firm declaration that there is little prospect of extra steel 
for home-market cars for some time to come. 

A massive development programme of the Rootes Group 
is highlighted by a range of models, radically changed in 
design, from the Hillman Minx family saloon to the Pullman 
Limousine luxury town car. Design and production 
facilities among the participating companies have been 
rationalized ; many new trading organizations have been 
set up overseas ; and in Australia the Group has set up the 
first plant to be operated in that country by a British motor 
manufacturer. 

Among the accessories, car radio is proving one of the 
most intriguing. A popular model by Radiomobile Ltd. (a 
joint company formed by His Master’s Voice and Smiths 
Motor Accessories) is a six valve receiver with push-button 
controls that enables the user to bring in any one of four 
stations instantaneously. Ekco car radio is fitted as 
standard equipment by Austin and Ford, and affords 
microphone equipment, too, if you want it. 

The crowds are a little thinner in the motor boat section 
—reasonably enough, since the boats displayed are made 
primarily for pleasure and recreation and there is still a ban 
on such building for home use. This is a centuries-old craft, 
and design changes little, but there is a noticeably wider 
employment of high-speed Diesel engines and a greater use 
of aluminium in construction, and chromium in ornamenta- 
tion. 

The caravan builders, making a virtue of necessity, tend 
to use light alloys rather than timber for exteriors. Many 
enquirers want to know if these elegant little trailers are fit 
for use as static temporary homes. 





Survey of German Rubber 
Industry 


NFORMATION about the progress of the synthetic 

rubber industry in Germany is contained in ‘‘ The Rubber 

Industry in Germany during the period 1939-1945 ”’ 
(British Intelligence Objectives Sub-Committee Overall 
Report No. 7). The survey covers a large number of docu- 
ments and reports made available by the Technical Informa- 
tion and Documents Unit of the German Division, Board of 
Trade, 40 Cadogan Square, London, S.W.1. It has been 
compiled by Mr. T. RK. Dawson, Research Association of 
British Rubber Manufacturers. 

Practically the whole of the information relates basically 
to the German synthetic rubbers, mainly the Bunas and 
Perbunans, references to any other types of rubber being 
very scanty. 

The survey has been divided into seven main sections, of 
which the first—on the production of German synthetic 
rubbers—is probably at least half of the whole mass of 
information. This section, however, has been treated only 
cursorily since present British interests in manufacturing 
Buna or Perbunan seem very slight. The analysis of this 
part of the documents is mainly in the form of an annotated 
subject index. 

The second section of the present report, on latices, in the 
main can be said to give the I.G. Farbenindustrie selling 
point of view, except for an excellent set of reports on heat- 
sensitization which introduces some genuinely novel 
features, in particular the IGEVIN process which promises 
most useful developments. It should be noted that in this 
section, as in all later sections involving specific chemical 
products, the reports cover among them all known German 
rubber trade names, and an effort has been made to sum- 
marize all such items with hitherto unknown data on their 
chemical nature. 

The third section, on the properties of Buna rubbers, 
includes two important groups of data. One of these covers 
the methods adopted by the I.G. chemists in exploring the 
constitution of butadiene-styrene polymers, methods which 
include ideas not so far used in the United States. The 
other is a fairly good overall picture of the whole range of 
Buna types of rubber developed up to the end of the war, 
though the picture leaves something to be desired as to 
exact details. 
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The fourth section, on analysis and testing, has Several 


novelties, for the subject has attracted the attention of the | 


observers and reporters more than any other subject. Ther 
may be no really fundamental new tests, and Germany seems 
rather backward in comparison with some Anglo-American 
progress, but novel details abound. An excellent collectioy 
of specifications and similar documents, hitherto yey 
difficult or impossible to obtain, now becomes available, and 
is fully indicated at the appropriate places in the present 
report. Itis difficult to pick out all the best features of this 
section in a short summary, but some highpoints are—the 
excellent discussions available of raw polymer evaluation, 
the useful comparison of abrasion testing machines ii terms 
of popularity, the new abrasion test claimed by British 
observers to be ‘‘ the most admirable yet designed,” the 
remarkable range of fatigue and flex-cracking tests dis- 
covered in various laboratories, and Roelig’s dynamic 
hysteresis machine which fascinated American and British 
observers alike. 

In section five, on compounding ingredients, the trade 
name question becomes predominant. Otherwise, the 
interesting points lie in individual materials. Reinforcing 
aluminium hydroxide (TONERDEGEL) is adequately 
discussed from production to effects, with some attractive 
implications. The production methods for German blacks 
are covered in great detail and may be of high importance 
for this country. Another interesting reinforcing agent, 
the Degussa silicon dioxide or ‘‘ white carbon ’”’ is also 
adequately reported. There seems nothing fundamentally 
new in the I.G. vulcanization accelerator group, though the 
production chemistry is fully revealed, nor in the I.G. anti- 
oxidant group. The plasticizer sub-section, however, 


undoubtedly includes several little-known I.G. synthetic - 


products of obvious value, and there is a particularly detailed 
account of German factice production. 


Thermal Plasticizing 

In section six of the present report, on processing, there is 
one subject which was given precedence by every observer— 
the thermal plasticizing of Buna rubbers. Practical work- 
ing accounts abound, with clear evaluations of the merit of 
the process. In the general operations of the industry, such 
as mixing, calendering, extruding, moulding, there seems 
little to learn, and observers maintain a constant repetition 
of the statement that operations such as these closely follow 
Anglo-American practice, differences often being inferior 
war-time substitutes. One point in vulcanization recurs 
frequently, the preference of the Germans for hot air pressure 
cures instead of open steam. One other important process 
discussed in detail in various reports is that of reclaiming. 
As the information relates essentially to Buna rubbers, it is 
of distinct interest and value. Bonding of rubber to fabrics 
and to metals, one of the unsolved problems of the rubber 
industry, has been given special attention by experts in the 
field. It cannot be said there are any fundamental novelties 
in the standard methods, but as works’ practice is at present 
—in default of good theory—of vital importance, the 
detailed accounts of German practice are of great value. 
One new process, the use of DESMODUR R, seems a 
doubtful success in view of the differences of opinion among 
German manufacturers, but the I.G. claims can scarcely be 
neglected. 

‘The seventh and final section of the present survey relates 
to rubber articles, their production and qualities. The 
treatment in the collection of documents is uneven, some 
articles going unmentioned or occurring only in brief notes. 
Other products, noted below, are dealt with at length. 
These fully treated fields are tyres ; machinery belting both 
transmission and conveyor, with good discussions of belt- 
vulcanizing presses ; footwear, soles, and heels, with some 
practical data on team-assembly and some striking data oD 
durability walking tests relative to rubber, leather, and 
P.V.C.; hose of all the more usual types; asbestos sheet 
packings; jar and bottle rings; protective linings for 
chemical vessels; fuel tanks for aeroplanes. There are 
useful notes on surgical articles, including a few Germat 
specialities ; on sponge and cellular rubbers ; and some very 
practical data on several ebonite products, including battery 
boxes and chemically resistant linings. 

The collected reports on German rubber articles represett 
an outstanding account of rubber technology, with Anglo 
American expert comments on merits and defects. The 
references to the qualities and testing of particular goods, 
finally, are usefully numerous and have been indicated 2 
the survey.

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Trade with the Channel 
Islands 


ESOLUTIONS have recently been passed by the 

States of both Guernsey and Jersey agreeing in 

principle to a proposal put forward by His Majesty’s 
Government that for distributive purposes, the Channel 
Islands should in future be wholly treated as part of the 
home market rather than as an ‘‘ export market’ for 
United Kingdom goods. 


Up till now, Government Departments have treated the 
Channe!] Islands in somewhat different ways ; in some Cases 
they have been regarded as part of the home market and in 
others as an export destination. In the case of foodstuffs, 
as well as over a fairly wide range of consumer goods, steps 
have previously been taken to control supplies from the 
United Kingdom to the Channel Islands ; in many of such 
instances the supply of goods to the Islands has been 
specifically excluded from the definition of ‘‘ export ’’ in 
Statutory Orders, or in Licences granted under these Orders. 
On the other hand, for such commodities as motor cars and 
cycles, radio sets, domestic electrical appliances, etc., the 
Channel Islands have in the past been clearly regarded as an 
export market. United Kingdom price controls have 
applied to sales here of goods for the Channel Islands. 
Where no special provisions have been made in Orders or 
Licences, or where goods are uncontrolled, many manufac- 
turers have probably regarded the Channel] Islands as an 
ordinary export market and goods sent there are likely to 
have been taken out of export supplies, though administra- 
tive rulings to the contrary may have been given in specific 
cases. 

Following on the resolutions of the Guernsey and Jersey 
States referred to above, it has been decided that, as from 
November 1, 1948, the Channel Islands shall, from the supply 
point of view, be treated as if they were a part of the home 
market. In future, therefore, all goods sent to the Channel 
Islands should be taken out of home trade yuvtas or supplies. 
Similarly, where allocations of raw materials are made for 
the production of goods for export, the Channel Islands 
should not be regarded as an export destination. Manu- 
facturers will be informed in due course how supplies to the 
Channel Islands should be treated in the K.S. Returns 
which are made to the Board of Trade. 


Manufacturers are asked to bear in mind that the Islands 
are to a very large extent dependent on the United Kingdom 
for supplies of essential commodities and every effort should 
be made to see that they are supplied with goods on a 
standard at least comparable with that prevailing in the 
United Kingdom. 


Although goods sent to the Channel Islands will in future 
rank as home trade from the supply point of view the 
Channel Islands are, of course, not part of the United 
Kingdom but are self-governing communities having their 
own fiscal systems and customs administration. United 
Kingdom goods sent to the Channel Islands will continue 
to be recorded as exports in the Trade and Navigation 
Accounts and, as before, will not be subject to Purchase 
Tax. Sales in the United Kingdom of goods intended for 
export to the Channel Islands will continue to be subject to 
United Kingdom price legislation.

Gift Parcels for Dollars iT: 


HE President of the Board of Trade has given 
7 aes to new arrangements governing gift parcels 

paid for in United States or Canadian dollars. These 
arrangements in which a number of firms are already 
interested will provide for delivery by participating firms 
to United Kingdom residents of gift parcels containing 
goods of home manufacture. 

Provided that the gifts have been paid for by the donors 
abroad in United States or Canadian dollars it will be 
possible in many cases to obtain permission to draw the 
goods included in such gift parcels from stocks allocated 
to meet export quotas or reserved entirely for export. 
As regards textiles and clothing of home manufacture the 
special conditions applying to rationed goods are explained 
below. Similar arrangements may be made as regards the 
export quotas and materials (with certain exceptions) for 
other goods besides textiles and clothing. Firms who 
may be interested in providing facilities under these 
arrangements should make application to I.M.2A Division, 
Board of Trade, 91 Victoria Street, London, S.W.1. 

Those firms who have already approached the Board of 
Trade in this matter will shortly receive full details of the 
arrangements as they affect their proposals. The following 
conditions will relate to approved schemes :— 

Gifts must be paid for in United States or Canadian 
dollars ; no other currencies are acceptable. 

Each parcel must bear a label indicating that it is a 
gift parcel from a named donor in the United States or 
Canada. 

In the case of rationed goods, a licence will be issued 
which will be valid for the coupon-free supply of a certain 
quantity of goods on condition that a return certified by 
the firm’s auditors is furnished to the Board of Trade at 
the end of each quarter, showing the total num! 
parcels supplied during the quarter and their total coupor 
and monetary value (certified by the firm’s auditors 
together with a certificate from the firm’s bank of th: 
equivalent amount of United States or Canadian currence 
received during the same _ period. 

Because these gift schemes are being regarded as thé 
equivalent of export and encouraged as such, and goods 
intended for export are excluded from price control unde: 
the Goods and Services (Price Control) Acts, the Board of 
Trade propose in appropriate cases, to make the necessart 
provision to exempt from price control non-Utility goods 
which are brought into the scheme. No exemption will 
be made for Utility goods and in the Board’s view an 
Utility goods included in the parcels will remain pric: 
controlled. 

Purchase Tax will be payable in the ordinary way iv 
respect of any goods of a kind liable to this tax whic! 
supplied for inclusion in these gift parcels.

Utility Upholstery Cloth Supply 

The Board of Trade have issued an Order* which will 
relax the existing restrictions on the supply and the use of 
cotton, rayon and linen Utility upholstery cloths for a 
period of six months from November 8, 1948. 

It is also provided that the Utility upholstery cloths 
subject to the provisions of the Order which are supplied 
for export from the United Kingdom (otherwise than to 
the Isle of Man or to the Channel Islands) shall be free 
from price control during a period commencing November 8, 
1948, and ending May 7, 1949.

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Further Progress in

| HE countries which are now provisionally applying the 
T General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade (the multi- 
lateral Tariff Agreement negotiated at Geneva last 
year), and which are thus Contracting Parties to that Agree- 
ment, held the second of their periodic sessions at Geneva 
fom August 16 to September 14. The countries which are 
Contracting Parties are all those (except Chile) which took 
part in last year’s tariff negotiations, i.e., 
Australia, Belgium, Brazil, Burma, Canada, Ceylon, 
China, Cuba, Czechoslovakia, France, India, Lebanon, 
Luxemburg, the Netherlands, New Zealand, Norway, 
Pakistan, Southern Rhodesia, Syria, the Union of South 
Africa, the United Kingdom and the United States of 
America. 

Besides deciding to hold further tariff negotiations next 

April (as announced on page 878) to afford other countries 
an opportunity of adhering to the General Agreement, the 
Contracting Parties reached a number of other decisions, 
the more important of which are contained in formal 
| documents which have been published as a White Paper 
(md. No. 7544, obtainable at H.M. Stationery Office, or 
| through any bookseller, price 6d.). The President of the 
Board of Trade, Mr. Harold Wilson, made a statement about 
the documents in the House of Commons on October 29. 
| These documents and their main effects may be summarized 
1s follows : 


Protocol Modifying Part I and Article XXIX and 
Protocol Modifying Part II of the General 
Agreement. 

Besides its Schedules on tariff concessions, the General 
\greement contains a number of general clauses based on 
the Draft Charter of the International Trade Organization 
drawn up last year concurrently with the Geneva tariff 
negotiations ; it was intended that these clauses should be 
modified in due course, so as to incorporate amendments 
made to the Draft Charter at the Havana Conference. 
These two Protocols make a number of amendments for this 
purpose. 

Under one clause of the General Agreement, the Con- 
tracting Parties undertake to observe as far as possible, 
pending their acceptance of a Charter for an International 
Trade Organization, the general principles of the Geneva 
draft of the Charter; this is now replaced by a similar 
undertaking to observe the general principles of the Havana 
Charter. Provisions in the General Agreement whereby 
certain of these Articles will be automatically superseded by 
the corresponding provisions of the Havana Charter when 
the latter enters into force have also been brought up to date. 

A further amendment introduces into the General Agree- 
ment provisions similar to those in Article 15 (3) of the 
Havana Charter about the possible introduction of tariff 
preferences among countries which formerly formed part of 
the Ottoman Empire and have in their existing Commercial 
Treaties reserved the right to introduce such preferences. 

Under the General Agreement, quantitative import 
restrictions for the purpose of protecting domestic producers 
(as distinct from the purpose of protecting the balance of 
payments) are in general prohibited ; such measures may, 
however, be introduced where necessary to promote economic 
development, if the Contracting Parties approve them. The 
procedure to be followed for obtaining the approval of the 
Contracting Parties has now been modified to bring it into 
line with that laid down in the Havana Charter, which is in 
various respects more elaborate and detailed than the pro- 
cedure previously provided for in the General Agreement. 

Certain other changes, of a comparatively minor character, 
have also been made in the Articles dealing with internal 
taxation and with anti-dumping and countervailing duties 
to bring these in line with the Havana Charter. 


Second Protocol of Rectifications to the General 

Agreement. 

This makes a number of corrections to the tariff schedules 
of the General Agreement. Apart from one purely typo- 
graphical correction, these corrections relate to the import 
duties in the United States on condensed or evaporated 
milk, pile fabrics wholly or mainly of wool, and on fabrics 
and articles composed wholly or mainly of beads or spangles. 


Protocol for the Accession of Signatories of the 
Final Act of October 30, 1947. 


This gives the Government of Chile, which had not 
become a Contracting Party by signing the Protocol of 
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International Trade

Provisional Application of the General Agreement within the 
time prescribed in that Protocol, an extension of time during 
which it can accede. 


These four Protocols, and the Agreement about Western 
Germany described below, have been signed on behalf of the 
United Kingdom; in the case of the Protocol amending 
Part II of the General Agreement, this signature needs to be 
completed by a formal acceptance, which H.M. Government 
propose to give. All these instruments come into force on 
receiving the necessary signatures or acceptances ; the last 
two Protocols above, and the Agreement on most-favoured- 
nation treatment for Western Germany described below, 
have already done so. 


Decision in Respect of Trust Territories of the 

Pacific Islands 

Under the General Agreement, the introduction of new or 
increased tariff preferences is not allowed except with the 
approval of the Contracting Parties. This decision of the 
Contracting Parties permits the United States to accord 
(unilaterally and subject to a number of conditions) prefer- 
ential tariff treatment to the Pacific Islands in the Marshall, 
Caroline and Marianas Groups, formerly under Japanese 
mandate, which have now become United States Trust 
Territories. It does not permit these Islands to accord 
preferential tariff treatment to United States goods. 


Decision in Respect of the Brazilian Tariff 

The Brazilian Parliament has not ratified three of the 
tariff concessions negotiated by the Brazilian Government 
in last year’s tariff negotiations. Two of these (relating to 
dried milk and to almanacs and calendars) were negotiated 
with the United States ; the third relates to penicillin, on 
which the elimination of the 25 per cent. import duty had 
been negotiated with the United Kingdom. The decision 
of the Contracting Parties permits Brazil on certain con- 
ditions, to refrain temporarily from putting these tariff 
concessions into force, pending negotiations for their replace- 
ment by alternative concessions. It ceases to have effect if 
agreement is not reached in these negotiations by Decem- 
ber 15, 1948. 
Resolution Concerning the Ceylon Tariff 

The tariff increases which were imposed at the end of last 
year for revenue and balance-of-payments reasons by the 
Government of Ceylon (which was not at that time a Con- 
tracting Party) were inconsistent with the provisions of the 
General Agreement. The resolution passed by the Con- 
tracting Parties accordingly recommends that the Govern- 
ment of Ceylon should undertake new tariff negotiations 
(previous to or concurrent with next April’s Geneva 
negotiations) with other Governments concerned in order to 
reach a satisfactory adjustment of the matter. 


Other Decisions 


Besides those recorded in the formal documents, the 
Contracting Parties also took decisions about other matters 
of importance arising out of the General Agreement. One 
of these subjects considered at the meeting was that of 
existing protective import restrictions. As indicated above, 
the use of import restrictions for protective purposes is 
permissible only when this is necessary for purposes of 
economic development or reconstruction, and then only if 
the Contracting Parties approve ; in particular, the General 
Agreement provides that existing restrictions of this kind 
are to be reviewed by the Contracting Parties, who will 
decide whether or not, or on what conditions these restric- 
tions may be continued. As the current restrictions on 
imports into the United Kingdom are applied for balance-of- 
payments reasons, this review will not affect United King- 
dom import policy ; it may, however, cover certain import 
restrictions imposed in the Colonies to encourage new 
industries, and is, of course, of considerable importance to 
the United Kingdom in view of the effect of import restric- 
tions in other countries on United Kingdom export trade. 
The United Kingdom will, of course, also have an interest in 
protective measures existing in other countries for economic 
development purposes. The Contracting Parties agreed on 
the procedure for carrying out this review, which it is 
intended shall take place at the next meeting of the Con- 
tracting Parties at Geneva next April. 

An important case involving the restriction of imports of 
textiles by the Cuban Government under their Resolution 








878 


530 was referred to the Contracting Parties by the Govern- 
ment of the United States. Under this Resolution, 
regulations were imposed, the object of which was to enforce 
the proper assessment of Customs duties, but which in fact 
had the effect of dislocating the import trade in textiles into 
Cuba. This matter was resolved through an undertaking 
by the Government of Cuba to modify their Customs 
enforcement measures in such a way that these would not 
restrict trade. 


Most-favoured-nation Treatment for the Occupied 

Areas of Western Germany 

As a result of a proposal by the United States Delegation, 
a multilateral agreement was drawn up regarding the grant 
of most-favoured-nation treatment (conditional on recipro- 
city) to the products of Western Germany. This is formally 
quite separate from the General Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade, and, apart from the fact that it applies to the French 
Zone as well as the United Kingdom, and United States 
Zones of Germany, follows closely the terms of the Notes on 
this subject exchanged between the United Kingdom and 
United States Governments in July of this year (Cmd. 7447). 
Most-favoured-nation treatment is provided for Western 
German goods, subject to exceptions similar to those 
embodied in the General Agreement, to a clause permitting 
the imposition of countervailing duties where necessary to 
counteract possible indirect subsidization of Western 
German exports. and to a clause relating to the contingency 
of the tariff in force in Western Germany being raised. 
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This Agreement, which has been published as a separate 
Command Paper (Cmd. No. 7539, obtainable at Hy. 
Stationery Office, price 2d.), has been signed on behalf of 
the United Kingdom, Belgium, Brazil*, Canada, Ceylon*. 
France, India*, Luxemburg, the Netherlands, Norway, 
Pakistan, the Union of South Africa* and the United States 
of America. (Signatures being ad referendum in the case of 
the countries indicated by an asterisk *.) 


Interim Commission for an International 


Trade Organization 

Concurrently with the meeting of the Contracting Parties 
there was held at Geneva a meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Interim Commission of the International Trade 
Organization ; this consists of 18 countries elected by the 
countries which signed the Final Act of the Havana Confer- 
ence. The main task entrusted to this committee by the 
Havana Conference is to make the necessary preparatory 
arrangements for setting up the proposed International 
Trade Organization, on acceptance of its Charter by a 
sufficient number of Governments, and much work for this 
purpose, of a technical and administrative character, was 
carried out at Geneva. In addition, the Executive Com- 
mittee embarked on the task of preparing a report on 
industrial and general economic development, and also 
made certain proposals for eventual consideration by the 
International Trade Organization when set up, regarding 
procedure for appeals to the International Court of Justice 
from rulings of the International Trade Organization. 


Preparations for More Tariff Negotiations 


N reply to a question in the House of Commons on 

October 29, the President of the Board of Trade, Mr. 

Harold Wilson, made it known that the Contracting 
Parties to the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade had 
decided that a further round of negotiations should be held 
at Geneva next April to afford an opportunity to certain 
additional countries to adhere to the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade, namely, Denmark, Dominican Republic, 
El Salvador, Finland, Greece, Haiti, Italy, Nicaragua, Peru, 
Sweden and Uruguay, and to enable certain negotiations 
left unfinished last year to be completed. 

The President said that in preparation for these negotia- 
tions he was consulting the Association of British Chambers 
of Commerce, the Federation of British Industries, the 
National Union of Manufacturers, the Co-operative Congress 
Parliamentary Committee and the Trades Union Congress, 
and that the Secretary of State for the Home Depart- 
ment, the Secretary of State for Scotland, and the Minister 
of Agriculture and Fisheries would similarly arrange to 
obtain the views of the various Organizations representing 
the farming and fishing industries in Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland. He added that the appropriate Govern- 
ment Departments would also seek such advice as they 
considered helpful from organizations representing indus- 
tries with which they were concerned (such as the food 
industries) and from other interested organizations and 
that organizations would equally be at liberty to submit 
their views to H.M. Government. The Joint Consultative 
Committee for Industry which was set up during the 
Geneva tariff negotiations in 1947 was still in being and 
would be available for oral discussions as necessary. 
Letter to Industrial Organizations 

The principal points in the letters sent to the representa- 
tive Industrial Organizations are given below and a similar 
letter has been sent by the Ministry of Agriculture and 
Fisheries to the National Farmers’ Union. 


Scope of the Negotiations 


The main purpose of the negotiations is to enable the 
eleven countries mentioned above to negotiate with the 
Contracting Parties and with another. There will 
generally be no negotiations between the Contracting 
Parties themselves except for the completion of the negotia- 
tions left unfinished at Geneva last year. It is hoped to 
make use of this opportunity to carry out more comprehen- 
sive tariff negotiations between the United Kingdom and 
Norway than were possible last year. The negotiations will 
be on the general lines of those which took place at Geneva 
in 1947 and while the principal object will be to reduce the 
general level of tariffs, concessions may be negotiated in 
respect of other charges on imports and exports, import or 
export monopolies, cinematograph film quotas, or protective 
‘* mixing regulations.”’ 


Tariffs and Preferences

Questions arising in the negotiations on tariffs and prefer- 


ences fall into three main classes :— 

A. Reduction or stabilization of import duties imposed 
by any of the eleven countries on imports from the 
United Kingdom. 

B. Reduction of margins of preference 
accorded by other Commonwealth 
United Kingdom goods. 

C. Modification of the United Kingdom tariff. 

As regards B and C above, the Board already have avail- 
able the views expressed last year by industry as to the 
degree of importance attached to the margins of preference 
accorded by Commonwealth countries and the need to 
maintain the existing levels of protection in the United 
Kingdom tariff.

While the Board would welcome information about 
difficulties that may have arisen on any of the matters 
referred to above, they are particularly anxious to receive 


the advice of industry at an early date on the extent of the 
reduction in existing duties which would enable 
produced in the United Kingdom to compete in the foreign 
countries named. It should be assumed that any such 
reductions which may result from the negotiations will apply 
to imports from all sources. 

While views will be acceptable on any goods in which 
exporters are interested, one of the negotiation rules is that 
participating countries will make requests only on those of 
their products of which individually or collectively they are 
likely to be the principal suppliers to the country from whom 
the concessions are asked.

Trade Figures and Rates of Duty 


Particulars of current import duties imposed by the 
countries other than Italy, together with 
relevant statistics are in course of preparation. For Italy 
statistics will be available, but it will not be possible to give 
the new duties until a later date, since negotiations will be 
based on a new tariff which is now being drawn up.

Timetable 

Each Government is expected to send to each other 
participating Government a list of concessions desired not 
later than January 15,1949. The compilation of these lists 
will involve a considerable amount of work in the Depart- 
ments concerned and it is, therefore, most desirable that the 
views of industry should be in the hands of the Commercial 
Relations and Treaties Department by November 30.

Year’s Export Targets 


HE table below shows the rate of export during the 
third quarter of all commodities for which targets were 
set, together with comparable figures for the first and 
second quarters of the year. The targets are shown at 
end-year prices, calculated on the assumption made in 
April, when the targets were announced, of a 5 per cent. 
increase in export prices between the end of 1947 and the 
end of 1948; (this increase was applied to all the items 
in the list of targets). It is now possible to assess broadly 
the rise in prices which has, in fact, taken place so far this 
year, for most groups of commodities, by comparing the 
index numbers of average values of exports in the third 
quarter of this year (see Board of Trade Journal of October 
30, 1948, page 827) with the corresponding figures for the 
fourth quarter of 1947. As was expected, prices of different 
groups of goods have not moved uniformly. In some cases 
the average prices of goods included in these groups have 
risen by less than 5 per cent. or even fallen. The main 
groups for which a decrease has occurred are as follows :—

Asked how many factories had been completed on the 
North Tees Industrial Estate ; how many were under con- 
struction and what would be the approximate dates of their 
completion, and whether all the factories had been allocated, 
Mr. Bottomley said that two factories were almost complete 
and the tenants had begun to move in, and four more had 
reached the stage at which tenants could take up partial 
occupation. The remaining four factaries were well under 
way and unless there were unforeseen obstacles should all be 
ready for occupation by early summer. Three factories and 
part of a fourth had not yet been allocated. 


Decorated Pottery 

The purpose of the present restrictions on the supply of 
decorated pottery ware for the home market was to maxi- 
mize exports, it was stated. They could not be relaxed unless 
it was certain that exports would not suffer thereby. The 
possibility of a partial relaxation for plain coloured ware had 
been discussed with the British Pottery Manufacturers’ 
Federation within the last fortnight, but they had advised 
strongly that even this would lead to the diversion to the 
home market of goods that would otherwise be exported. 

The possibility of allowing certain articles of plain 
coloured ware which were not exported in any quantity, to 
be sold at home was being examined, but there was no hope 
that any relaxation which might prove to be possible would 
extend to the main articles of domestic use, such as cups and 
saucers and plates. 


Frustrated Exports 

Seventy-one applications to a total value of some £97,000 
had been received by the end of October for pottery to be 
treated as frustrated exports, it was stated. 


Tung Oil Purchases 

Asked about Government purchases of tung oil, Mr. 
Bottomley said that final figures were not yet available, but 
it was estimated that from the date of commencement of 
public purchase up to July 1947 the average cost ex ware- 
house was about £246 per ton. Up to the close of the 
trading account the cost of administration, interest, etc., was 
* about £7 per ton, and the average profit 28s. per ton, or 
about one-half of one per cent. over the whole period. 

The accounts and balance sheets of the Trading Services 
conducted by Government Departments, together with the 
Report of the Comptroller and Accountant-General thereon, 
were published annually, and the trading accounts in respect 
of tung oil would be included therein, although the details 
of this item would not be shown separately. 


European Recovery Programme 

Asked whether clarification had been reached with the 
Administrator of the European Recovery Programme as to 
the possible effect on British export trade of the obligation 
resting upon him to refuse delivery to countries participating 
in the Marshall Plan of any commodities which go into 
production for re-delivery to any non-participating country, 
and what arrangements would be made to publish a list of 
such commodities, Mr. Bottomley said that discussions with 
the United States authorities were still taking place. No 
decision had yet been taken about the form of any public 
announcement which might be found to be necessary. 


Canadian Trade Fair 

It was stated that the Government would assist United 
Kingdom exhibitors to be represented at the Canadian 
International Trade Fair to be held in Toronto on May 30, 
1949, as they had done for this year’s fair. 


Exchange Control Restrictions 

Mr. Bottomley said the Board of Trade were aware that 
textile firms were increasingly hampered in the export 
market by virtue of exchange controls and other import 
restrictions. The reasons for the difficulties varied from 
country to country and the Government’s ability to assist 
depended upon the circumstances in each case. One of 
their chief aims in trade negotiations was to secure the 
removal or relaxation of restrictions against imports of 
United Kingdom goods of all kinds including textiles, and 
wherever appropriate this was pressed for as energetically 
as possible.

Further Rise in Cargo Movement 
During the Third Quarter 


N July-September 1948, clearances with cargo in the 
[iereign trade, at 10°31 million tons net, and entrances 

at 14°24 million tons net, were respectively 17 per cent. 
and 123 per cent. greater than in the preceding quarter 
and for both categories the figures constituted post-war 
records. The rises compared with a year earlier were 48 per 
cent. for clearances and 12} per cent. for entrances. The 
movement was, however, still considerably less than before 
the war, clearances for the quarter amounting to only 70 per 
cent. and entrances to 83 per cent. of the averages for 1938. 
The proportion of foreign tonnage cleared (30 per cent.) and 


that entered (33 per cent.) showed little change compared 
with the second quarter; the corresponding percentages 

for the year 1938 were 41 and 43, respectively. 
Nationality of Vessels and Trading Areas 
The table on the next page relates to vessels entering 
and clearing with cargo (excluding vessels loading or 
unloading mail only). Entrances and clearances of vessels 
of most of the principal nationalities were higher than ip 
the second quarter. British entrances and clearances were

the highest since 1939 as were also Swedish entrances and 
United States clearances. Both entrances and clearances 
of Danish, Dutch, Belgian and French vessels continued to 
rise and were the highest since the early war years. The 
main decrease was in entrances of United States vessels, 
which declined by about 14 per cent. from the high seasonal 
figure recorded for the preceding quarter. 

The table also gives figures of tonnage entered from and 
deared to each trading area. These were the highest since 
1939 in respect of both British and foreign countries. 

Entrances were higher, compared with the second quarter, 
from the majority of the individual areas and were out- 
standing for Northern Europe (Foreign) and Europe 
(Atlantic) and Western Mediterranean Countries, the 
figures for these two areas being the highest since 1939. An 
appreciable increase, for the second successive quarter, was 
also recorded for North America—Atlantic Coast. Among 
the few decreases in entrances the chief was for West 
Indies and Central America (Atlantic Coast) for which area 
the figures in the preceding quarter had risen to a high level. 

Clearances, as in the case of entrances, were higher than 
in the second quarter for most of the trading areas. The 
largest increase (421,000 tons, 38 per cent.) was for Europe 
(Atlantic) and Western Mediterranean Countries for which 
area the figure rose to the highest since 1940, Appreciable 
increases, in each case bringing the figures to the highest 
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(Foreign) and the Atlantic Coast of North and South 
America. Clearances to East Africa, Persian Gulf, India, 
for which a peak figure had been recorded in the second 
quarter, showed the only decrease. 


Arrivals and Departures at United 
Kingdom Ports 


Arrivals and departures with cargo in the foreign trade 
showed rises, compared with the second quarter, for the 
majority of the principal ports and for each of the cate- 
gories the figures for Dover, Harwich, Hull, London, 
Newhaven and Southampton were, in the latest quarter, 
the highest recorded since 1939. Arrivals with cargo also 
reached the highest since the early war years at Folkestone, 
Holyhead, Plymouth and Tyne ports and departures from 
Grimsby, Liverpool, Newport and Glasgow were only 
slightly below the peak figures of the previous quarter. 

In the coasting trade the cargo figures for Cowes and 
Southampton were the highest ever recorded and for 
Belfast the highest since the third quarter of 1939. 

Clearances with cargo in the foreign trade in September 
rose, on a daily average basis, by 8 per cent. and were, with 
the exception of July, the highest since the beginning of 
the war. Daily average entrances with cargo, which in 
July reached a peak figure, again showed a slight decline. 

The daily rate of arrivals and departures with cargo in

und 777,842 lbs. went out. The airport handled 534,302 Ibs. 
of air mail during September The figures for Septembe r 
1947 were : 731,476 lbs. of freight and 488,198 Ibs. of mail. 


In Septem ber this year London Airport was used by 
38,402 passengers on scheduled services (17,381 arrivals, 
21,021 departures), involving 1.058 aircraft arrivals and 
1,069 departures.

Commissioners of Customs and Excise have reviewed the 
position of sets for the construction of model aircraft and 
toys under Group 20 of the schedule of goods 
chargeable with Purchase Tax and have decided that, in 
future, the liability to tax shall be as follows : 
Model aircraft, ship, doll’s 
house and similar construction sets, which consist essen- 
tially of parts already substantially shaped and requiring, 
for completion of the model, either finishing of a purely 
minor character (e.g. sand-papering) and assembly or mere

Export Market for U.K. Goods in 
Mid-United States 


This article was written for the Board of Trade Journal by His Majesty’s Consul at Kansas City. 
The Export Promotion Department, Thames House ( North), Millbank, London, S.W.1, will be pleased 
to answer any queries arising out of it. 


HE three most important developments in the United 

States Mid-Continent area during the last six months 

are the large crops, the re-opening of the defence plants, 
and the impact of the Economic Co-operation Act of 1948. 
These three factors have contributed to and sustained the 
high level of employment as well as high individual] pur- 
hasing power. 

Kansas has just harvested its second miracle crop, this 
lesignation reflecting the fact that sixty days ago the crop 
estimate was around 135 million bushels ; whereas produc- 
tion now is estimated between 180 to 200 million bushels. 
The latter figure would have been realized had it not been 
for excessive rains. 

The next factor is the re-opening of plants making war 
materials, principally airplanes and airplane engines. 
Several large installations which were closed when hostilities 
eased are now being put in operation, attracting several 
thousand workers at high wages. Practically all cities in 
this general area will be affected. 

The third factor, the impact of the Economic Co- 
peration Act plan, will provide a steady and substantial 
utlet both for agricultural products of all kinds as well as 
anumber of manufactured items produced in this section. 

The full force of the buying power of the Marshall Plan 
is yet to be felt, as only comparatively few E.C.A. commit- 
ments have been received. Considering these three 
factors, it is clear that generally sustained buying power is 
likely to govern for some time to come. The financial 
situation continues strong. Banks have abundant capital 
tolend although the demand for loans is rising, and this is 
using a light sti*fening in interest rates. 


Kansas City Developments 

\s far as the place of Kansas City in the international 
picture is concerned, estimates would indicate that not less 
than 50 million dollars worth of goods were involved in 
foreign trade from Kansas City and nearby territory during 
the past year. Some of these transactions concerned 
inports from Great Britain. 

A variety of products of British manufacture can be sold in 
the area as long as the quality remains true to the high 
well-known British standards. 

Two items recently received from the United Kingdom 
whose quality was highly regarded were fireworks and 
chamois leather. , 

Kansas City, according to the 1948 annual survey of 
buying power of Sales Management Magazine, stands 
seventeenth among the metropolitan areas of the United 
States. In the past seven years individual effective buying 
income jumped from $9 to $20. According to the United 
States census, wholesale trade in 1940 totalled $762,069,000, 
while in 1947 that amount was more than doubled for a 
total of $1,893,138,000. Retail trade, according to the 
same authority, was $224,986,000 in 1940, and $702,803,000 
in 1947, 

Not only population, but many business activities in 
Kansas City have increased enormously in the past seven 
As a result, Kansas City’s relative position among 
tities of the country shows that this city is first as a cash 
Wheat market, in cattle and calf receipts, in flour produc- 
tion, as a horse and mule market, as a hotel meat supply 
centre, as a primary winter wheat market, in sheep receipts 
and in stock feeder cattle and calves. Second place among 
all the cities of the nation is held by Kansas City in flour 
production. 

Kansas City is seventh in bank clearing, 8th in drug 
Sales, 11th in commercial airline operations, 12th in whole- 
sale sales, general merchandise sales and effective buying 
Income per capita, 16th in retail sales, and 17th in metropoli- 
tan population and in metropolitan area gross dollars of 
effective buying income per capita, 16th in retail sales, and 
lith in metropolitan population and in metropolitan area 
gross dollars of effective buying income.

The geographical advantage which advanced Greater 
Kansas City from frontier prominence as a river port to 
nation-wide importance as a rail centre also is responsible 
for the area’s progress in commercial aviation. 

With the addition of a fifth commercial airline in Septem- 
ber, Greater Kansas City will become the only interior city 
other than Chicago which will have three international air 
transport systems. 

The city already is connected with Lima, Peru, and 
eventually this network will extend across South America. 
In another month planes also will start flying from Kansas 
City to Cuba, Jamaica, and Caracas, Venezuela. Another 
commercial air transport system operates eastward around 
the globe as far as India via New York. 


New Orleans and Houston 


At New Orleans, an International Trade Mart has been 
established as the natural market place for the interchange 
of goods between the Mid-Continent valley, Latin America 
and the world. 

The International Trade Mart is an ultra-modern whole- 
sale trading centre where great industrial and manufactured 
products of the Mid-Continent area will be presented to 
purchasers all over the world. 

Since cessation of hostilities, the Port of Houston in 
Texas has not only regained most of its pre-war foreign 
trade routes, but also many new ones, and commodities 
never before handled are now every day sights on the docks 
of the well-equipped terminals. 

Outward go full cargoes of cotton, chemicals, fertilizers, 
grain, cement, lumber, machinery, petroleum products 
and steel. 

Inward come coffee, pineapples, sugar, wool, kapok, 
rubber, spices, tea, tin ore, goat and kid skins, waxes, gums, 
resins, tanning extracts, jewellery and many other items, 

There now is under way a $32,000,000 programme which 
will result in enlarging the Port of Houston facilities so that 
it may economically handle increasing commerce under the 
European Recovery Programme. 


Imports from Britain 


Through these two ports come many products of Great 
Britain, including jewellery, worsteds, linen, plastics, tool 
leather and many specialty gift items. 

Aviation is playing an increasingly important role as 
these two great ports expand. Salesmen of Great Britain 
are utilizing this mode of travel to expand their markets. 
Air freight, likewise, has been found to be a time saver and 
many are shipping their samples by air as well as orders 
for lighter, high-quality merchandise where the time element 
on delivery is important. 

Using Mid-Continent airlines, Houston is only 4 hours 
and 25 minutes away from Greater Kansas City, while 
New Orleans is approximately 5} hours distant. 

Express packages handled through this city reached the 
impressive total of 11,203,106 in 1947—a little less than 
twice the number handled in 1940. 

A similar increase is noted in railroad freight, which rose 
to 28,166,507 tons in 1947, compared with 15,004,374 tons 


in 1940. 
Banking figures include the numbers of banks in Kansas 


City—thirty-eight in 1947. Deposits in 1947 were 
$1,269,058,293-00—in 1940 they were $513,574,650-00. 
Total grain receipts for metropolitan Kansas City 


reached an all-time high in 1947, with 247,241,600 bushels. 
A survey was made last year showing the total amount of 
foreign trade handled by Kansas City firms in 1946. 
Although the 1946 report showed a considerable increase 
over previous years, the 1947 survey shows an increase of 
100 per cent. in dollar value over 1946. For example, 
the total foreign trade in 1946, according to the survey, 
amounted to slightly more than $30,000,000-00. Exports

All Kansas City export commodities showed a gain, with 
the exception of medical equipment and supplies. It is 
interesting to note, however, that the 1946 survey disc losed 
a total of more than $9,000 worth of dry goods and wearing 
apparel was imported that year, while in 1947 this item 
amounted to only $14,000. Upon enquiry it was found that 
many of the firms do not import direct and, therefore, do 
not have a complete record of their imported items. It was 
also ascertained that some firms did not find it necessary 
to import dry goods and wearing apparel this past yeal 
because of the increase in United States production. 

Kansas City is the gateway east for the agricultural 
commodities and manufactured products of the rich and 
productive Mid-western States of Kansas, Oklahoma, and 
Nebraska. Because of its location, Kansas City is the 
leading cash wheat market in the United States. It is 
the second largest wheat storage centre in the country. 
More wheat moved into Kansas City in 1947 than any othe! 
market, and a record 188,258,000 bushels were received. 
This year the volume may be somewhat less due to a smaller 
harvest, but Kansas City will continue to be the leading 
wheat centre because of its strategic location between the 
principle wheat growing area and the Eastern flour mills. 
38 per cent. of this year’s winter wheat crop was produced 
in the three aforementioned States. 

Of growing importance in the United States is formula 
animal and poultry feed production, and Kansas City plays 
an important role in this industry. The second largest feed 
manufacturing city in the country, Kansas City turned out 
491,425 tons in 1947.

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New Exchange Control 
Regulations in Peru 


.M. Ambassador at Lima has reported the new 
H regulations issued by the Peruvian Ministry of Finance 

on September 23, 1948, which implement the pro- 
cedure laid down in Supreme Decree of September 6, a 
summary of which was published in the Board of Trade 
Journal of October 2, page 656. 

Import licences are required for all merchandise shipped 
to Peru and the importer must obtain this permit before 
placing an order overseas. The supplier of goods should 
be furnished with the number of the licence and the date of 
its expiry, so that the Peruvian Consul nearest to the port 
of shipment may be in a position to visa the relative shipping 
documents. Upon no account should a manufacturer o1 
exporter accept an order until he has received an assurance 
from his agent or importer that an import licence has been 
vranted. 

The following goods are exempted from import licences 
and the surcharges referred to in the 
Board of Trade Journal notice :

HE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at New 

Delhi has forwarded a copy of the Gazette of India 

Extraordinary of September 23, 1948, which contains a 
Resolution giving the Government of India’s decisions on 
the report of the Tariff Board on the pickers industry. 





Pickers Industry (No. 218-T/II/(3)/48). Referred to the 
Tariff Board on November 3, 1945. 


The Board considers that the pickers industry qualifies 
for the grant of protection and has made the following 
recommendations :— 


|) The present revenue duty of 10 per cent. aa valorem should be 
converted into an equivalent protective duty, which should 
remain in force up to March 31, 1951. If the total landed cost 
of 4.B round foot pickers goes below Rs. 156 per gross during 
the period of protection, action should be taken under Sec- 
tion 4(1) of the Indian Tariff Act of 1934 to raise the duty so 
as to make the landed cost of 4.B round foot pickers Rs. 156 
per gross. Similar action should also be taken if the landed 
cost of imported jute pickers goes below Rs, 385 per gross. 
The Indian Tariff Schedule should be amended to include the 
following new item :— 

‘* 72 (12) Pickers used in the textiles industries. Protective. 

10 per cent. ad valorem March 31, 1951.”

In regard to recommendation (5) Government will be prepared to 
consider with sympathy any detailed representation that may be 
made by the industry in this behalf.

The recommendation (7) will be brought to the notice of the 
Provincial Governments. 

Government wish to draw the attention of the industry to recom- 
mendations (9) to (13) of the Board and expect the industry to take 
hecessary steps to implement them.

Congress and Exhibition—the first for ten years 
will take place at Olympia, London, from November 15 
until November 20. 

The scope of the Congress covers hospital administration 
in the National Health Service, refuse storage, sewage, 
district heating, plumbing research and health visitors’ 
work, as well as similar topics of interest to local authorities 
and professional institutes. 

The Exhibition, to be held concurrently with the Congress, 
will be much larger than any previous exhibition of the 
Over 200 firms will show equipment, plant and 
materials used in all branches of public health and municipal 
engineering.

An electrically driven sinking pump, believed to be the 
first self-priming pump of its type will be on show. On 
another stand a new chlorinating process, termed Break 
Point Chlorination, for use in treating swimming bath 
water, will be demonstrated. It has long been recognized 
that the ideal system of chlorine control would be where 
the feed follows the flow line and the new equipment 
accomplishes this by electro-metric measurements of 
chlorine residue and other means. A Welsh concern is 
exhibiting a new aluminium alloy ladder which is strong, 
unusually light and does not harbour insects. 


Another exhibitor shows a new piece of equipment for 
use in the maintenance and repair of water pipes and 
fittings, which allows permanent repairs to be made without 
stopping the flow in the pipe. It is a compact portable 
refrigerating set driven by a small petrol or electric engine. 
Two lengths of flexible tube transmit freezing gases which 
form an ice plug in the pipe, with a hollow centre and 
gradually diminishing bore until the final moment of seal. 
This free formation, it is claimed, prevents any expansion 
of the ice plug or distortion of the pipe under repair.

Against this amount there has 
been charged the Debenture Interest applying to a Subsidiary 
(which I may say refers to a comparatively small outstanding 
amount of Debentures in the British Maritime Trust); Auditors’ 
remuneration, £9,504—which is spread over quite a considerable 
number of different Auditors in this country, in America and else 
where—and Taxation, under different headings, takes £1,696,385. 
The balance of the surplus represents the proportion of  protits 
attributable to the interest of minority Shareholders ; the Company’s 
proportion of profits retained by Subsidiary Companies, and finally 
the amount dealt with in the Parent Company's Accounts, viz., 
£497,054. To this last-mentioned figure we add the amount brought 
forward from last year, and arrive at a disposable balance of £699,775. 
The two half-yearly dividends on the Preference Share Capital 
have already been paid and absorb £41,250; your Directors recom 
mend that £150,000 be transferred to the Insurance Reserve; that a 
Dividend of 8 per cent. per annum less tax be paid on the Ordinary 
Share Capital—the same as a year ago—and that there be carried 
forward the increased amount of £244,525. 

Finally, we have the consolidated Balance Sheet, which in form 
follows the changes made in the presentation of the Parent Com 


pany’s Accounts. The figures are impressive, but I don’t pretend 


that they speak for themselves. They do, however, show that 
apart from the small amount of Debentures outstanding in the 
British Maritime Trust there are no charges upon any of the Assets ; 


the Investments stand in the books at values substantially below 
market values where such values are available, and generally our 
resources are ample to take care of our commitments. 

On the subject of taxation, it will have been noted that within the 
group we have had to set aside no less than £1,696,385, the bulk of 
which represents United Kingdom taxation, and this liability repre- 
sents a charge against the profits for the year. Shareholders, who 
have provided the Capital of the Company and who, because of the 
modest dividends which have been distributed in the course of the 
years, have acquiesced in the building up of Reserves aggregating 
£12,000,000, receive only some £300,000. 

It will be observed from the Directors’ Report that at long last 
the reconditioning of the “ Queen of Bermuda” is nearing com 
pletion, and it is hoped to resume our regular New York/Bermuda 
sailings early in 1949.
